REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant discloses on pages 8-16 argue that Koto et al does not' teach the limitation of "reproduction processing circuit as 
disclosed in Claim 1 . It is noted that Koto et al discloses in Figure 1 a system wherein reproduction data is reproduced as 
further exaplined in Column 9 Lines 43-67 and thereby meeting the limitation. Furthermore, it is argued that "a data store 
configured to receive a subset of data" is not disclosed by Koto et al as seen in Claim 1 . It is noted that Figure 7 shows the data 
store in for form of RAM 38 which is used for the iput of coded lines as further described in Column 13 Lines 58 and thereby 
meeting the limitation. It is also argued on page 1 1 that Koto et al fails to disclose "a detecting circuit coupled to the data store 
and configured to process data contained therein to produce a detection circuit" as disclosed in Claim 1. It is noted Koto et al 
shows in Figure 7 wherein the circuit is coupled to the data store and thereby detecting the readout of addresses as further 
detailed in Column 14 Lines 8-23. Lastly, it is argued that Koto et al fails to disclose "a control circuit configured to selectively 
output the first data based on the detection result" as disclosed in Claim 1 . It is noted that the control device as seen in Figure 8 
wherein the address generator selects the output from memory and thereby acting as the control circuit for the system. 
Although, all of applicant points are understood the examiner can not agree and therefore the rejection is maintained. .
